The recent debate* io the House of 
Common* relath e to the project of tun- 
nclUnK tl> e Channel have been watched 
with (treat Interest by the French 
people. More than ever the English 
w i.b their country to remain an island, 
(han ever do they fear an invas- 
ion from the French coast, should the 
tunnel lie pierced. In vain did Mr. I 
Ulaihtoiie recall to the memory of his 
compatriots the fact that for ten ceu- 
iiiriee France has been invaded many 
more time- by England than England 
h V Fiauce — cite members of Parlia- 
ment, by a vote of 305 against 167, re- 
Uted the bill. Is the question deflnl- 
Itlr burie<l 7 No, fora French com- 
pany exists, in spite of uonuiuhoriza- 
p„„ by toe English Parliament. As 
girEdwiu Watklu said at Westmins- 
ler Palace, the French company, 
Aooveu by the name of “Submarine 
Pu lioad Company,” has already spent 
tflOO.OoO francs. This company lias 
|ar President M. Leon Rav, for Vice- 
president M. Raoul Duval, men wlio 
devnie their energies to the success of | 
tbe schetne. The project of connecting ! 
Pover with Calais by a submarine rail- 
way i« not new. Thirty years ago 
Queen Victoria ami Prince Alliert hoped 
Hut a tunnel would unite England and 
France 

French engineers at that time began 
tlx, work, *nd immediately the results 
were satisfactory. Examination of 
Strata under the Channel proved the 
rx «'eticr of a led of Koueu chalk, deep 
(dough to offer a sure guarantee 
•gainst infiltration. Through this it 
was found that a perfectly dry gallery 
Could be perforated. Tbe work of dig- 
ging near Calais was accomplished at 
the rate of thirty nn tres in twenty-four 
bour>. Never had a similar operation 
succeeded so well. At the Hifnplnn 
Only five nr six Metres were flni.lied 
each day. It was natural that the 
company thought the way prepared 
for ul'iiuate success, and tbe French 
Parliament (tassed h law by which the 
company had premiasion to use t lie 
tunnel for transportation of passengers 
ami merchandise during ninety-nine 
years — that is, one- ha If of the tunnel — 
ten miles — would belong to the English 
company. 

In the leginning public opinion in 
England favored the enterprise, and 
two rival Companies were formed to 
study on the English const what had 
been already proven in France. Tlie 
same stratum of Rouen chalk was 
found, ami the rival companies be- 
came one in order to make success 
more certain. 

Mien came fear. At a banquet of 
the Horse Guards Lord Wolseley spoke 
of the dangers for British safety, in a 
military point of vitw, were there a 
tunnel under tbe Channel. This 
rwIi wh~ echoed everywhere in Eng- 
land, and there was a veritable panic. 
Not long after the English eom|>any 
»*s forbidden to continue its work, and 
a(Lir- remained in statu quo. How- 
ever, the company was made to win 
the consent of the authorities, aud, at 
last, a lull was brought before tiie 
House of Commons — result, a tempo- 
rary defeat. 

The French are gratified that there 
are at ( resent 165 voice* in the Britieli 
Parliament that favor this scheme, but 
they Hie ohligerl to wait in patience 
until their neighbors shall have regain- 
ed tin ir senses. Or perhaps it would 
be well tu follow the advice of M. de 
bwe|w: “( received no authorisation 

In wmk on tiie Kuex Canal, but tlie day 
it was finished lire concession was 
granted. Make your tunnel, and when 
it shall ire finished tiie British Parlia- 
ment w ill authorise 3 'ou to begin the 
wmk." While waitng for the comple- 
li'W of tiie tunnel, there is another pro- 
ject for crossing the Channel — by 
means of a bridge from Amhlefeuse, on 
the French coast, to Folkestone. Ad- 
miral Clone, tlie great French naval 
cmnniauder, who lends his name to 
tlie scheme, said to me : “The bridge 

will tie twenty-two mile* io leuglli, 
*‘th be ds mi two |e>iuts, in mid-Chau 
••el, near tlie rock* Colbert and Varne. 
On ihe French side of the channel Hie 
d'pth of water is about one hundred 
and fifty feet, but between Hie French 
I English coasts tlie depth varies from 
•ixiy to one hundred and fifty feet. 
T'ie st ruct ure is not to be a suspension 
bridge hut a viaduct, built of stone and 
if* n. The pier* will be 90 by 150 feet, 
*'*d will rise 3(1 feet above the aea-level. 
From pier to pier will be a distnuce of 
fi'e hundred yards, aud the weight of 
j the iron works will be about twenty- 
fife thousand tnue. I am responsible 
*or a new feature io bridge ooustruc- 
tinti : We do not build hall the span 
•fotn one pier until it meeta the oilier 
“*lf, hut we have a whole span made 
iron on shore. Then on a pleasant 
| this entire span will lie carried od 
aif-iiglit |H>ntoon cases, placed on apar- 
* 11 * line with the piers, aud as tlie 
water enters Hiepouloon cases, tbe^ 
■liking, hriug Hie sjian to its proper 
**■'*•1. Of course the bridge will he 
bigh enough for Ihe greatest ship* to 
P* 1 * underneath, and the same precau- 
tions win (^ taken a* at the Kuex 
so that there may be no collla- 
j' 1 " »ith the piera. The bridge will be 
1 f*et wide, having a road for foot 
i* ssrngers and carriage*, four railway 
guard houses, electric lights, 
»l«rtn bells, etc. 

The only great difficulty will be

Tlie world’s animal product of wool

THE DEMOCRATIC PLATFORM. 

The Democratic party ot the United States 
In National Convention assembled, renew* 
tbe pledge of It* fidelity to Democratic faith, 
and reaffirm* the platform adopted by Its 
representatives In the convention of 1884, 
and Indorses tbe view* expressed by Presi- 
dent Cleveland In his last earnest message to 
Congress as the correct Interpretation of that 
platform on tbe question of tariff reduction; 
and also Indorses the efforts of oar Democrat- 
ic representatives in emigres* to secure a 
reduction of excessive taxation. Chief among 
Its principles of party faith are the mainte- 
nance of an Indissoluble nnlon of free and 
lndistrucllble States, now about to enter 
upon Its second century of unexampled 
progress and renown ; devotion to a plan ot 
government strictly specifying every grant- 
ed power and expressly reserving to tlie 
Slates or people tbe eotlre ungranted residue 
of power; tbe encouragement of a zealous, 
popular vigilance, directed to all who have 
beeu chosen for brief terms to enact and 
execute the laws, and are charged with pre- 
serving peace, Insuring equality and estab- 
lishing justice. 

The Democratic party welcomes an exact- 
ing scrutiny of the administration of the 
executive power which four years ago was 
committed to Its trust In the election of 
(J rover Cleveland President of the United 
Rules, and It challenges the most searching 
Inquiry concerning Its fidelity and devotion 
to the pledges which then invited the suf- 
frages of the people. 

During a most critical period of our finan- 
cial affairs, resulting from over-taxatlou, 
the auomalons condition of our curreocy, 
and a public debt unmatured, It lias, by 
the adoption of a wise and conservative 
course, not only averted a d Isaster, bat great- 
ly promoted the prosperity of the people. 
It hna reversed the Improvident and nnwlse 
policy of tlie Republican party touching the 
public domain, and has reclaimed from cor- 
porations and syndicates alien and domestic, 
and restored to tlie people nearly loo,ooo,noo 
acres of land, to be sacredly held as home- 
steads for our cillsens. While carefully 
guarding the interest aud the principles of 
jasliceandeqnlty.lt has paid out more for 
(leosions and bounties to the soldiers and 
and sailors of the Republic than ever paid 
before during an equal period. It lias adopt- 
ed and constantly pursued a firm and pru- 
dent foreign policy with all nations, while 
scrupulously maintaining all the rights and 
Interests of onr own Government and people 
at home aud abroad. 

The exclusion from our shores of Chinese 
laborers has been effectually secured under 
the provisions of a t reaty, tlie operation of 
which has been postponed by an action of a 
Republican majority In the Senate. 

In every branch of the department of the 
Government under Democratic control, the 
rights aud tlie welfare of all the people have 
guarded and defended, every public Interest 
has been protected, and the equality of all 
our citizens before tbe law, without regard 
to race or color, has been steadfastly main- 
tained. 

Upon Its record thus exhibited, and upon 
a pledge of a continuance to the people of the 
benefits of 11, Democracy Invokes a renewal 
of popular trust by the re-election of a Chief 
Magistrate who has been faithful, able and 
prudeut. To invoke in addition to that 
trnsl, by the transfer also to the Democracy 
of the entire legislative power. 

The Repnbllcau party, eootrollng the 
Senate, sad reslsllug In both Houses of Cou- 
gress a reformation of unjust aud uneqnal 
tax laws, which have outlasted the necessi- 
ties of war, and are now undermining the 
abundance of a long peace, deny to the 
people equality before the law, and tbe 
fairness and justice which are their right. 
Then the cry of American labor fora better 
share In the rewards of industry Is stifled 
with false pretenses, enterprise Is fettering 
and bound down to home markets; capital 
Is discouraged with doubt, ;and unequal and 
nnjust laws can neither be properly amended 
nor repealed. 

Tlie Democratic party will continue, with 
all Ihe power confided to It, the straggle to 
reform these laws, In accordance with the 
pledges of the last platform. Indorsed at the 
ballot-box by th* suffrage of the people. 
Of all .tlie Industrious freemen of our land, 
tbe Immense majority, including every tiller 
of the soil, gain no advantage from exces- 
sive laws, hot the price of nearly everything 
they buy Is Increased by the favoritism of an 
unequal system of lax legislation. 

All unnecessary taxation Is nnjust taxa- 
tion. It is repugnant to the creed of Demo- 
cracy that by such taxation the cost of the 
necessaries of life should be unjustiflably 
Increased Io all our people. Judged by Dem- 
ocratic principles, the Interests of the people 
are betrayed when, by unnecessary taxation, 
trusts aud combinations are permitted to 
exist which, while unduly enriching the 
few that combine, rob the body of citizens 
by depriving them of tbe beueflts of natural 
competition. Every Democrat true to gov- 
ernmental action Is violated when, through 
unnecessary tnxatlon, a vast snm of money 
far lieyond the economical administration. 
Is drawn from Ihe people and the channels 
of trade, and accumulated as a demoralizing 
surplus In the National treasury. The money 
now lying idle in the Federal treasury, 
resulting from superfluous laxatlon^tmoonts 
to more thon ll2S.noo.ooo, and the surplus 
collected Is reaching the sum of more than 
(Oo.ooo.ooo annually. 

Debauched by this immense temptation, 
the remedy of the Republican party 1* to 
meet and exhaust by extravagant appropri- 
ations and expenses, whether constitutional 
or not, the accumulation of extravagant 
taxation. The Democratic policy is to en- 
force frugality In public expenses by abol- 
ishing unnecessary taxation. Onr establish- 
ing domestic industries aud enterprises 
should Dot, aud need not be, endangered 
by tlie reduction correction of the burden of 
taxation. On the contrary, a fair and care- 
ful revision of the tax laws, with due allow- 
ance for Ihe dlfferance between the wages of 
American and foreign labor, must promote 
end encourage every branch or such Indus- 
tries and enterprise, by giving them awur- 
anee of an extended market, aud steady and 
continuous operations. In the Interest of 
American labor, which should lu no event 
be neglected, tlie revision of onr tax laws 
contemplated by the Democratic party 
should promote tlie advantage of such labor 
by cheapening the cost of tbe necessarlot of 
life In t he home of every working man, and 
at the same time securing to hi us steady and 
remunerative employment. 

Upon the question of tariff reform so close- 
ly concerning every phase of onr national 
life, addon every question Involved in tlie 
problem of good government, the Democrat- 
ic party submits Its principles and profes- 
sions to the Intelligent safft-sge of the Ameri- 
can people.

The souring of milk is caused by tlie ] 
change of tlie sugar of milk into luetic ] 
acid, under tile influence of ihecaseiue, j 
or cheesy matter, which tlie milk cou- j 
tains. Boiling, however, deprives case- | 
iue of tlie )a>wer of converting the | 
sugar of milk into lactic acid. Now, if 
tiie milk lie put into bottles which after 1 
being well corked, are placed iu a can 1 
with eold water, audj gradually raised ' 



to the boiling point, and after being al- 
lowed lo bool, be taken out and placed 
ln a bool place, the milk will keep pet- 
feet for more than a half year. If the 
milk be exposed to tlie air after boiling 
tbe caseine gradually recovers its 
power of converting sugar into iaclic 
acid. Iu this case tbe boiliug has to be 
repeated every day or every second 
day, and milk may thus be kept fresh 
for two mootli8 or more.— Hall’s Jour- 
nal of Health.

Come 
and hear Adelchcn!" There was great 
rejoicing that day in the family Ohe. 
The parents themselves began at once 
to instruct her in piano-playing. In 
her fifih year she became acquainted 
with the talented musical couple Bron- 
snrt, who took her to Hans von Bulow 
for adviea. “Lot me first look in her 
eyes,” ha said; and continued: 
“Yes, ther e really is music there!” 
He proposed that she be placod 
under bis instruction at Munich, where 
he was then residing, but the fond 
parents could not consent to separa- 
tion from so young a child. Adele 
was seven years old when Prot Aus 
der Ohe moved with his family to Ber- 
lin. Here she became a pupil of F ranz 
Kullak. and several months later of 
bis father, the celebrated Dr. Theodore 
Kullak, with whom she remained until 
her thirteenth year. At eight she 
made her first public appearance. 
Two years later she gave concerts with 
orchestra at B rlin and Hanover in 
which she played Beethoven’s ”B flat 
major concerto” with the Moschcles 
•■Cadenza.” Shortly after leaving 
Kullak she came to Liszt at W eirnar 
and, barring occasional interruptions, 
benefited by seven years of bis in- 
struction. Several long concert tours 
— the first when in her fourteenth year 
— were made during this period in 
Germany. Previous to her American 
: debut she had never played outside 
her native land. At her last public 
appearance there she performed 
Taubert's “Piano concerto" in the 
fur hundredth jubilee soiree 
of the royal orchestra, with that su- 
perb body of musicians, at the Berlin 
B iyr.l Opera-house. Inthe salons of 
the German capital Adele Ans der Oho 
i> as great a social as musical favorite. 
She enjoyed the friendship and chap- 
eronage of the late lamented Princess 
Alma of C iralaib-Beuthin, a noble 
woman, distinguished for her charities 
and as a patroness of the fine arts. 
.She is very popular at the imperial 
palace, where she has often played 
■privately and in state concerts. Adele 
Ans der Ohe is not merely a gifted 
musical artiste, but a young woman 
of varied accomplishments. Besides 
■ her mother-tongue, she speaks and 
writes French. Italian and English; is 
n student in the arts and sciences; 
•writes poetry, and is a composer of 
music — under an assumed name. She 
has been rightly taught to believe in 
the necessity of a broad and liberal 
education for all who aspire above 
mediocrity in her chosen profession."

LONDON LODGING-HOUSES. 



The riar«« Whcm Many of EnfUQtl't 
Poor Find Shelter. 

lit" first scene to which your atten- 
tion is invited is a common lodging 
.house. B-forc the passing of Lord 
Shaftesbury’s act, in 1857. the com- 
mon lodging houses were among the 
vilest deus of the metropolis. They 
were hot-beds of crime and pestilence. 
They were the scenes of nightly 
orgies of the most horrible descrip- 
tion — foul Alsatias in which the vilest 
scum of the city gathered together 
and hatched new crimes and quarreled 
and fought over the proceeds of old 
ones. 

In those days there was no limit to 
the number of guests who might be 
receitcu. and so these dens were 
packed nightly by a seething mob of 
men. women and children, and no 
consideration of health, cleanliness or 
decency were allowed to stand in the 
way of the proprietor’s profits. These 
houses became such plague spots, such 
a source of absolute danger to the 
community, that L ord Shaftesbury ob- 
tained the passing of an act which 
comjtcled every common lodging 
bouse to be registered, and to be 
placed under police regulation and 
police inspection. 

The act has proved a positive boon 
to the working-classes. The common 
lodging-house of to-day is clean and 
fairly comfortable. Each house is li- 
censed to receive a certain number 
only; every man mast have a bed to 
himsclt and each bed must have so 
much space given to it. The differ- 
ence in this resjiect miy be judged 
front the fact that in one common 
lodging-house with which I am ac- 
quainted a room now licensed for 
cloven beds formerly contaircd twen- 
ty -eight. Moreover, the act compels 
frequent scrubbings of the floors and 
w hite- washing of walls, and the slight- 
est case of illness must be at one.' re- 
ported to the nearest police station. 
Seeing the class of customers the pro- 
prietor has to accommodate, you may 
imagine that th" floors of the dormito- 
ries get a terrific amount of scrub- 
bing. with the result that they are far 
cleaner and more wholesome than tho 
carpeted rooms of many more preten- 
tious establishments, where au over- 
worked housemaid flicks the furniture 
with a duster, tickles the carpet with 
■a broom and sweeps the fluff under the

The Economy of a Thorough Preparation 
of the SoIL 



The time for planting corn varies 
with the latitude and after that do- 
pe. ds much upon the weather. As 
-oon as the days are mild and the 
grou: d warm, whenever that may be. 
s a safe rule in all localities. Three 
conditions are essential to tho pro- 
tection of a paying crop of corn — 
namely, good seed, a rich, friable soil 
and thorough tillage. Progressive 
farmers have demons: rated tho oco.no- 
■ y of a thorough preparation of tho 
soil for the seed; indeed, not a few of 
our most successful growers advocate 
and practice as host and essential the 
cultivation of the corn previous to 
planting; that is to say, they do not 
use a plow after planting, but let all 
he deep culture of the soil preccedc it. 

Where manure is required, the let- 
ter way is to sow it broadcast and 
plow it in, if it die coarse, or harrow it

the. development of car and grain will 
correspond with that of stalk and 
leaves which is not the rase when a 
limited amount of fertilizer is placed 
in the hill or drill only. To gain the 
best results from the employment of 
stimulating elements in bill or drill 
available plant food must be near at 
band, and in sufficient quantity, to 
carry the plant, once started, on to 
the perfection of its growtii. An 
early start is a great point gained, 
and the employment of fertilizers in 
tlie drill is of decided advantage, pro- 
vided, as has already boon told, the 
soil outside contains sufficient food to 
keep up tho growth of the plant 
Poultry manure and Peruvian guano 
have each rendered valuable assist- 
ance as stimulators, applied in tho 
drill. 



Large areas are nowadays usually 
planted in drills, and cent planters 
and cultivators are very generally 
adopted. It is generally conceded 
that planting in drills induces the 
greatest yields, other conditions be- 
ing even. Flat culture is being very 
generally adopted for the corn crop, 
it hi. ving been long ago proven that 
hills are not required, as was former- 
ly supposed, for the support of the 
corn plant. T here is also a saving of 
labor in the flat-culture system. 

A plan of drill culture favored by 
sonic on light and naturally dry up- 
land is what is known as the “farrow 
system” of planting. The field is 
broken up ns usual and made level. 
At lime of planting one thorough har- 
rowing is given and the ground laid 
• ff and thrown up into live-feet beds, 
the corn being planted in the fur- 
rows between tho bads. Tho object 
of this plan is to insure moisture to 
the crop. The fertilizers are sown 
in the bottom of the furrows and 
mixed with the soil by running 
along the furrows a sharp single- 
shovel coulter or dragging a chain 
through it. Then tho seed is dropped 
and covered. The after cultivation is 
done with cultivators, which gradually 
level down the surface of the beds re- 
turning the soil to the corn and leav- 
ing the general surface level when 
completed. 

The system of “cheeking” corn so 
that the cultivation may be in two di- 
rections — direct and across — is much 
practiced in the Northern and Western 
States At the East and in many of 
the Middle S ales planting in drills 
and cultivating shallow and flat with 
cultivator and hce, prevails among the 
more progressive farmers 

A-. to the matter of seed, farmers 
are advised for their general crops, to 
plant such varieties as in former •cn- 
sons have proven successful in ilieir 
own localities and in similar soils. 
Small plots may be profitably em- 
ployed to the testing of new and 
promising kinds introduced by trust- 
worthy seedmen or other farmers.— 
X Z World.
